Sketches of Indian Types 
The Parsee 


By Milla C. Vakeel 


NDIA, which is the home of nearly 
one-fitth of thy human race and a 
pet-pourri of diflerent communities 
and castes, provides opportunities for a 
very interesting study of different types. 
In the streets of Bombay alone one 





secs a parade of all communitie 
Hindus, Parsees, Sikhs, Punjabis, Khojas, 
South Indians, Marwari,  Borahs, 


Goanese and others—-and although it is 
not always possible to tell the men apart 
since they have taken to Western clothes, 
the women still present a bewildering 
varicty of get-up and costume. 

The Parsees (descendants of the 
ancient Persians who came to India 
1300 years ago to escape religious per- 
secution) have, in recent years, been 
surtorially divided between those who 
wear their sari in the traditional Gujaraté 
way and those who have adopted the 
Mahomedan mode, now — becoming, 
happily for all concerned, an all-India 
aflair. In the former, the sari is arranged 
asa skirt, has a number of pleats which 
descend from the waist to the ground, 
while one end, suspended from the right 
shoulder and gathered into a broach, 
terminates near the left instep, while the 
opposite end is pinned under the skirt 
at the waist. A European blouse, shoes 
and bag to match, accompany this type 
of dress, though the pendulum appears 
to have swuny in recent years towards 
Indianisation, and chappals, majris and 
chotis are taking their place. 

A Parsee girl’s wardrobe is usually an 
expensive affair, for one thing, because 
she belongs to the “haves”? of the 
world; for another, because custom 
entails gifts of endless sets of clothes from 
the in-laws to the bride, as well as from 
the mother, grandmother, aunts, relatives 
and cousins to the forticth remove. At 
the engagement ceremony-~which, when 
<arried out in the traditional manner, is a 








very elaborate affair indeed and cluttered 
over with fitual,—the bride is made to 
stand on a low wooden stool, about four 
inches from the ground, while various 
female relatives, exuding generosity and 
the hearty cheerfulness peculiar to such 
occasions, put a spot of yeimillion on 
the forehead, dab it with rice, throw 
some grains above her head and present 
her with a new outfit complete with 
undies, silk handkerchief, stockings, 
shoes, understip, sari and blouse. Some- 
times in orthodox houschulds, the bride 
is divested of her sari (which entails 
standing in an underslip before an albeit 
exclusively female audience) and robed 
in the new affair to the strains of an old 
Gujerati song, usually sung falsetto by 
amiable old ladies with an unshakable 
faith in the blessings of matrimony. 

As pioneers of women’s cducation in 
India, the Patsees still continue to educate 
their daughters as much as, and some- 
times more expensively, than their sons. 
Absence of economic compulsions, how- 
ever, causes much of the training to 
remain unused except, of course, a8 a 
factor in the development of personality. 
Too much of the case of life, plus a 
clinging to valucs far removed from the 
spheres of artistic or intellectual activity 
has, to my mind, tended to make Parsee 
life a rather drab and colourless affair. 
The Parsee girl is a product of this 
environment which, however, also 
reflects qualitics of kindlincss, grit, a 
sturdy sobriety, an eagemess to clutch at 
Progress (sometimes in its flashier aspects) 
and a desire to share the good things of 
life with others, She has contributed, 
both directly and indirectly, to the sum 
total of the community’s achievements 
and-~if current indications are to be 
belicved—secms better equipped to work 
for its welfare than the masculine section 
of the community at the present time. 
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Vhe Dog Collar Returns

OME years ago when that un- 
mistakable sign of old age the 
double chin --made its appeatance,

Out here so many fashions are depen- 
dent on importations from home, but a 
dog-collar to match any frock can easily be 
evolved with a Jittle ingenuity, and it is 
an excellent way to make use of that bit 
of ribbon ot string of beads that has been 
lying around.

Or take that necklace of 
Kashmir jade and for the crude clasp 
substitute a how of green or gold ribbon, 
The odd bracelet made up of tiny scuares 
of painted ivory or mother-of-pearl, 
with a broken clasp or a missing link, 
can easily be pieced out with a bit of 
ribbon and worn around the neck as a 
collar. 

‘To po back to the old-fashioned velvet 
ribbon, this can be worn plain tied in a 
bow, or embruidered or beaded in an 
altractive design. A diamante clip, 





an enamelled buckle or even a fancy 
button can be substituted for a bow. 


This style is particularly suitable for 
the Indian woman in her sari as she 
frequently wears some neck adornment 
with it. And, too, she usually has 
various oddments of jewellery —gold 
necklaces, stones and beads, which can 
be utilised to make a fashionable collar.

Thad always thought that | could hold 
my own with most people when it caine 
to shooting with the rife, but 1 must 
confess that my carly attempts to shoot 
mugpar were a hopeless failure, When 
it came to my turn, the shikari and 1 
would set off to make the long detour 
which would bring us opposite to the 
place where the engcer was lying, taking 
advantage of every bit af available cover 
and finally crawling the last bit so as not 
tu disturb the sleeping reptile. 

Looking back on things, I think that 
1 was rather untucky in the chances which 
happened to fall co my lot. All 1 seemed 
tu be able to see when I was in position 
to shoot was a thin line hundreds of 
yards away, of which I was utterly unable 
to tell elbow from nether end! How-

Mrs, M. Hansen, who was well known to 
both the Bombay and Poona Hunts a 
few years ago, is the Hon. Kennel 
Huntaman and a very successful one too. 
Capt, W. B. Swan is the Hon. Seerctary 
The Hunt can now boast of 65 hunting 
members, and to sec its “fields” of 
berween 50 and 60 is a sight which should 
thrill any Jover.of hunting. 

No bunt can be successful without 
good hounds and here again the 
RLA.S.C, has been very fortunate, 
although so far the pack is not a very large 
one. A draft of 2§ couple of good old 
hounds was kindly presented by the 
M. FP. H. Lahore Hunt; two couple of 
which have hunted consistently through- 
out the season, the other hound being, 
unfortunately, killed by a lorry. The 
M, BF. HL, Quetta, also came to our aid 
with a couple of good hounds, and 
Bangalore and Delht Hunts made up 
another couple between them. At the 
time of writing one hound is on its way 
from Bombay Hunt and we have promises 
of further drafts. 

Since the Opening Meet on Boxing 
Day 1944, hounds have met seven times, 
the first two occasions being on a drag 
linc, but once this new pack got together 
and commenced to work so well, we set 
out in quest for jackal and to date we have 
not had 2 blank day, although, owing to 
the smallness of the pack and the density 
of the sugarcane, we have not yet been 
able to claim a kill. 


A Keen Run 
Our best day so far was on a Sunday 
in January. Hounds met at 221 mile- 
stone Grand Trunk Road, and, whilst 
drawing the first covert, a jackal was 
viewed away some 200 yards distant from 
a patch of sugarcane. The Master soon 
ot all hounds on to the line, and the 
jack took them at a good pace over a 
wooded hill into the low-lying crops on 
the far side, making straight for the Bein 
River. Running the near bank for about 
z00 yards, he crossed to the far side 
through deep water and thereby increased 
his lead. Whilsc most of the pack were 
feathering on the near side, Vampire 
swam over and soon owned the line again, 
and ic was not long before the whole 
pack went scoring behind him. Most of 
the field found the shallow spots and, in 


time, were able to catch up some 1,000 
yards from the river. Here hounds were 
at fault on the hard ground but slowly 
they worked out the line towards a patch 
of sugarcane. Entering covert, hounds 
worked to the far side and were soon in 
the open again on a buming scent, 
making stigight for the bend of the river. 
Crossing the river for the second time 
hounds were once more at fault, but 
Linkboy, the ofd Delhi Hunt warrior, 
immediately recrossed and took up the 
line on the far bank just in front of the 
field. Jt took him about 100 yards down 
stream where he again crossed, only to 
lose it on some barren ground. 

The Master then lifted hounds and 
made a wide cast during which Harlequin, 
the only puppy in the pack, hit off the 
line in the direction of the sand-dunces 
just short of Karpind Village. Soon 
all hounds were on with lots of music, 
hunting through the sand-dunes and 
scrub. Skirting Kot Khurd Village, 
they crossed the sunken road with its 
six feet banks, only to be at fault once 
more. Here the Master was mizzied by 
a villager shouting from a treetop, and 
cantering across to him, enquired which 
way the Jack had gone, only to be told 
that this noble son of the soil was 
frightened of “dogs”? and would he, 
“the Master,” please take them away. 

At the same time old Linkboy feathered 
back across the sunken road and was soon 
to be seen working hard amongst the 
stationary ficld. Picking-up the linc, 
be wended his way along the bank of the 
sunken road and spoke to it, and in a 
short while aff hounds were on again, 
but 500 yards. further on the whole 
countryside was a mass of sugarcane as 
far as the eye could sec, and, being un- 
likely to run theis quarry down, the 
Master lifted his 34 couple of hounds 
and called it a day after they had run 
smiles in 55 minutes.

Encounters 
With Rogue 
Elephants 


By lL. L. Fowler 


The First Rogue 


(Continued from March Number.) 


BOUT «i: am, we arrived at 
the pool and came on_ fresh 
tracks of the Rogue. He had 
drunk there that very morning and was 
probably right now asleep somewhere 
in the scrub jungle within a radius of 
about five miles of the pool, The 
imprints of his feet in the soft mud were 
huge and the circumference of his fore 
feet measured 54%. Double this and 
one arrives at his approximate height 
at the shoulder. We, therefore, con- 
cluded our Rogue was 9/ at the shoulder. 
This is large oc a Ceylon elephant as 
their average height is 8’ at the shoulder. 
We set of at once in pursuit, hoping 
to come upen him asleep during the 
heat of the day, but we had not bargained 
for the density of the scrub. The trail 
was distinct and, where he had not taken 
well-defined game paths with the going 
ite easy, we were forced to follow the 
clearing made by him through the scrub. 
My clothes were soon tom and my 
uncovered arma and legs marked with 
weals and lacerations from the thorns 
and vines. We kept well downwind 
of him the whole time, deliberately 
losing and again picking up his tracks 
when it wound in a manner which might 
take us upwind of his position. It is 
suicidal to get upwind of a man-killer 
like this Rogue, as an elephant’s sense 
of smell is extraordinarily sharp and one’s 
first indication of his presence would take 
the form of a completely unexpected 
charge. In dense scrub one’s prospects 
of meeting such a charge successfully 
would be very dim, indeed. There is 
no question of running to safety through 
a barrier of thorns, and substantial 
trees were few and far between, 


In The Clearing 

In spite of his very clear trail, it was 
quite 4 p.m. before we tumbled into the 
little shady clearing where he had slept— 
standing up—during the heat of the day. 
Portions of scored tree bark, where he 
had rubbed his head, again reminded 
us of his enormous size, From evidence 
we concluded he had left the clearing 
on his feeding rounds about 15 to 30 
minutes earlier. All conversation was 
in whispers now and we proceeded as 
silently as possible, Rangami leading 
with his eyes glued to the ground, touch- 
ing a bused twig here and there and 
feeling a warm and steaming dropping 
with Tis bare foot; I following ready 
to cover him in the event of a charge ; 
L,, the Korale and the motley crowd of 
“ followers” about 40 paces in the rear. 
About 5-30 p.m. we heerd the Rogue 
ahead of us feeding, busily tearing down 
the branches of a tree, He could not 
have been more than 7o yarda away. 
The ‘‘ followers,” too, heard him and, 
true to tradition, vanished completely. 
(We found them later all perched together 

ecariovsly on # single tree which would 
ve shivered to its roots had the elephant 
only so much 9s trumpeted). 

As we were well downwind of him 
anid he obviously had no inkling of our 
presence, we sat down to discuss ways 
and means of approach. +My feelings 
at this time were anything but cheerful 
and my heart was thumping wildly. 
I heartily wished I was anywhere else 
at the moment but in the uncomfortable 
vicinity of the Rogue. Still, J was the 
one at the bottom of all this and I had 
to decide that valour was the better part 
of discretion, and, the sooner the busi- 
neas was over and done with, the better. 
We made our dispositions with forced 
calm and cheerfulness and off we went,

HIS incident took place in Bihar 
during the Jast summer before the 
war and may be of interest to hog 

hunters. 

It is said that the pig in Bihar fight 
better and run less than their brethren 
inthe U.P. I like to think that this is due 
to greater personal courage on their part 
but I am afraid it iv mercly duc to the 
fact that the covers atc smaller, which 
forces the hog to join issuc almost 
immediately, : 

It was our last hunt, although we did 
not know ie at the time, and owing to 
the heat and the distance 1 was the only 
spear to join‘ H” atthe meet. We had 
a fairish morning and slew four boar but, 
unfortunately, lost a fifth, which had 
been speared and got away. We had 
to give up looking for him at mid-day 
as the beaters were mounted on buffaloes 
and these beasts cannot work for an 
indefinite period in great heat. They 
were meccssary as the boat in this 
particular cover resented intrusion and 
had acquired a well-earned reputation of 
charging on sight. Jc was impossible 
to put men into it on feet and, plough 
butlaloes were the only answer. 

We decided to lay off for a few hours 
and left men in trees to watch the small 
patch of grass, which we knew contained 
the wounded boar, The tempcrature 
was in the neighbourhood of 120 in the 
shade, if one could have found any, and 
it was a relief to get into the saddle again 
at four o'clock, We had three horscs 
between us as I had only been able to 
bring one and we had the welcome 
addition of an elephant belonging to # 
Zemindar which joined us for the 
afternoon. ; 

The cover was reached in haif an hour 
and we decided to ride with our line of 
40 buffaloes, keeping the elephant in the 
centre, Our lookouts reported that 
nothing had cither entered or left the 
cover and it seemed likcly that our quarry 
was still at home. ‘Three times the line 
went through that small hatch until 
hardly a blade of grass was left standing. 
Result... Absolutely nothing | 


A Newcomer. 

We held a c@uncil of war with the 
shikasi and it was agreed that the pig 
must have died, so we put the line io 
again for one lest beat, We were half- 
way through it when the * mahout let 
outa screech and I cantered over to find 
an enormous boar standing motionless in 
a thorn bush. It was not the one we 
were secking and it was nothing short of 
a miracle that he had escaped unseen 80

Letters from Cairo say that the stamp 
was selling at 2} times face a few days 
after release. 

Three other royal commemoratives 
have been issued by Australia, They 
are in honour of the arrival of the 
Commonwealth's firse Royal Governor- 
General, the Duke of Gloucester, and 
show medallion portraits of His Royal 
Highness and the Duchess, linked by 
leaves of the British oak and Australian 
gum trees, 

in the widely-used war-time denomi- 
nations of 244, 34d and sid, the 
stamps are coloured red, blue and bluc- 
black respectively, Their currency is 
to be limited to approximately three 
months from the day of issue, February 
19. 


India Group 


Cochin refuses to be left out of India 
Group new issue lists and provides two 
more items for the record. One is a 
three-pies surcharge on the four-pics green 
stamp of the “new Raja” design, 
differing from the stamp of the same type 
mentioned here earlier by being on 
gummed instead of ungummed paper. 

The other is a nine-pies bluc label, 
bearing a portrait of His Highness the 
present Maharaja. This is presumably 
the first af « complete series in this 
design,

With the British advance in Burma, 
stamps for the liberated areas can be 
expected before long. Reports that 
such an issue will consist of provisional 
overprints ace probably correct, but 
I should not be surprised if the over- 
prints are on George V1 Burmese 
stamps and not on Indian issues. 


Warsaw Commemerative 

The unhappy divisions emong the 
Poles arc emphasised by the latest — 
and, no doubt, the last—isaue of the 
London Polish Government. ‘This was 
released in January and consisted of 
100,000 3-zloty stamps, from the sale 
of cach of which 2 zlotys were to go toa 
relicf fund for survivors of the Warsaw 
sising In 1944. ‘The design shows two 
men and a girl fighting at one of the 
city harricades. 

Meanwhile, German inflation issues 
of 20 years ago are recalled by similar 
stamps from Greece. The face values 
run into millions of drachmas, and a 
postcard from Athens to England cost 
6,000,000 drachmas, 

In Abyssinia the centenary of the 
birth of the Emperor Menelik TI is being 
marked by five commemoratives. It is 
said that they are being entirely produced 
locally and the designs include the palace 
and mausoleum of the Emperor as well 
as his portraits,

Bridge Corner 
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Time Factor In Defence 


By *‘ Horatius”’ 


HERE seems to be a tendency 
among bridge players to use what 
is called the non-destructive lead 

in preference to all others. This lead, 
which is made to ‘ open the ball’ without 
weakening the leader's hand, should not 
be considered as a primary lead, but as a 
last resource, for the best sort of defence 
lies in attack. It should be the aim of 
the defenders to maintain the advantage 
of timing which is accorded them by the 
rules of the game—that of having the 
firat lead. Usually, the declarer can make 
opportunities for discarding losers on 
established winners and, since the balance 
of power is with him, the most effective 
weapon to employ is that of speed. 

If you can establish tricks before the 
declarer can get going, you will deprive 
him of the opportunity of throwing his 
losers, The following deal discloscs a 
situation which often arises but of which 
full advantage is not usually taken. Sam 
had the contract at Four Spades against 
which Jill opened the King of Clubs.
